His doctor, heart specialist 
Shlomo Loniado, says he was suffer- 
ing from exhaustion following two 
days of intensive activity, but that 
his general condition was good. 

Dr. Lanlado said there was no sign 
of the heart trouble that hit the 64- 
year-old Begin earlier tWs year. The 
Prime Minister had a heart attack 
before coming to power in the May 
general election and subsequently 
suffered a bout of chest pains. 

Begin is expected to be released 
from hospital on Tuesday night, as 
the Simhat Tora holiday ends. 

Begin held long meetings Wednes- 
day night, working out a com- 
promise with Gush Emunim on their 
settlement bids.

Joint statement calls for Geneva this year 

U.S,-Soviet plan notes 
‘rights’ of Palestinians

WASHINGTON. — The United 
States and the Soviet Union, in a 
formal communique issued here 
yesterday (2 a.zn. this morning 
in Israel), said that any Arab- 
Israeli peace settlement would 
have to ensure “the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian 
people." iText on Pag* 2) 

This was the first time that 
Washington has agreed to the use of 
the word "rights" in describing a 
solution to the Palestinian question. 
In the. past the U.S., unlike the Soviet 
Union, has merely spoken in terms 


of Palestinian "interests,” which 
were considered to have less 
political significance. 

The U.S. -Soviet statement, design- 
ed to accelerate Arab-Israeli 
negotiations, is bound to anger Israel 
and its supporters here, who have 
already been alarmed at what they 
perceive as a growing U.S. tilt in 
favour of the Arab cause. 

The statement also called for "nor- 
mal peaceful relations" between 
Israel and the Arab states to follow a 
settlement. American officials said 
this represented a departure from 
earlier Soviet statements, which 
merely called for an end to the state 
of belligerency. 


The statement said that Israel 
would have to "withdraw from 
territories occupied" during the 1967 
Six Day War, but it did not say "all" 
the territories. 

The 700-word statement, Issued 
after several rounds of talks between 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko and U.S. leaders, said the 
only way to have a peace settlement 
Is for representatives of all the par- 
ties, "including' the Palestinian 
people." to assemble at a reconven- 
ed Geneva peace conference.

Jerusalem reaction critical

Carter had hoped new meeting 
with Begin would end deadlock

WASHINGTON. — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin 's hospitalization 
has temporarily ended efforts in 
Jerusalem and New York to 
schedule a personal meeting 
between Begin and President Jimmy 
Carter. American officials had 
hoped that such a session might 
produce a breakthrough in the still- 
unresolved differences between 
Israel and the U.S. on the question of 
Palestinian representation at the 
Geneva peace conference. 

Informed diplomatic sources here 
said that Carter is now likely to meet 


once again with visiting Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan to try to 
bridge the remaining gap. 

But it was clear here that the 
Americans had hoped for a Carter- 
Begin meeting, apparently con- 
vinced that only such a meeting 
would lead to the Israeli concessions 
which Washington regards as 
crucial if a Geneva conference is to 
get off the ground before the end of 
the year. 

Dayan met for some 90 minutes 
with Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
in New York on Friday. But the 
Foreign Minister later told reporters 
that the two countries still do not see 


"eye-to-eye” on some of the outstan- 
ding issues of dispute. 

At the Dayan -Vance meeting, the 
Foreign Minister was given some 
“working papers" by the Americans 
on the differences. Presumably 
Dayan was sending these documents 
to Jerusalem for consideration. The 
Americans have been raising all 
sorts of compromise formulas which 
they hope will prove more accep- 
table to Israel and the Arabs. 

Interestingly, the Americans 
decided to give Dayan the proposals 
In writing, rather than to convey 
them verbally. The reason is

‘No Palestinians in our team’

Jordan, has officially informed the 
U.S. that ii wit rioL agree Lo the incor- 
poration of Palestinian negotiators in 
its own delegation at a resumed 
Geneva Middle East peace con- 
ference. This was reported to The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday by a West 
Bank Arab source in close contact 
with King Hussein's court in Am- 
man. 

The usually well-informed source 
said Jordan has told Washington that 
Palestinian spokesmen should rather 
be part of a joint Arab delegation 
which would divide into separate 
working groups with Israel to tackle 
the various issues of the Middle East 


conflict. 

Jordan was reported to hold that 
the Pult'slnuajis Lnemselves should 
be represented in proportion to their 
geographic concentration — namely. 
Jordan itself, the West Bank, the 
Gaza Strip. Lebanon, Syria and 
Saudi Arabia with the Gulf states. 

Should Israel Insist that the pro- 
jected united Arab delegation be split 
into groups representing 
governments, then the Palestinians 
would be distributed among such 
groups, which Amman expects to 
consist of Egypt, Syria and Jordan as 
well -as Lebanon, according to the 
Jordanian view. 

The Jordanians are clearly op- 


posed to according the Palestine 
Liberation Organization the status of 
exclusive representative of the 
Palestinians. They are also opposed 
to the PLO's conception of an in- 
dependent Palestinian state. Amman 
Insists that, on the conclusion of the 
Geneva peace negotiations, the 
Palestinian population should excer- 
cise their right to self- 
determination through a referen- 
dum. 

The Jordanians claim that Syria 
identifies with their stance on the 
question of the Palestinian represen- 
tation at Geneva.

U.S. Jews would

Smith, Kami da 
in secret talks 

SALISBURY (Reuter). — Prime 
Minister Ian Smith flew to Lusaka 
for talks with Zambia’s President 
Kenneth Kaunda in a dramatic 
attempt to And peace for Rhodesia, 
it was disclosed here yesterday. 

A government spokesman said the 
talks took place last Sunday and con- 
cerned the Anglo-American 
proposals to bring black rule to 
Rhodesia 12 years after Smith's 
white minority government broke 
away from Britain. 

He said the day-long talks at Dr. 
Kaunda’s official residence in 
Lusaka were held in a cordial at- 
mosphere. But he would not say if 
they were successful. 

(In Lusaka there was no comment 
from the Zambian government about 
the report. Official spokesmen were 
either unavailable or declined to 
comment.) 

(It was the first meeting between 
the two leaders since the 1975 abortive 
constitutional conference at the Vic- 
toria Falls, on the Rhodesian- 
Zambian border. Smith was accom- 
panied to Lusaka by Foreign 
Minister Pieter van der Byl, and 
Cabinet Secretary Jack Gaylard. 

Some observers believe the talks 
could make a big breakthrough on 
the way to a settlement based on the 
Western proposals. But others inter- 
pret the fact that no statement has 
been issued by Zambia, and that 
neither side has said what the talks 
achieved, as indicating that few if 
any tangible results can be expected. 

The news of the Lusaka meeting 
could well embarrass Kaunda. who 
has become increasingly outspoken 
in recent months in his attacks on 
Smith, calling him a racist and 
fascist, observers said.

Israel must take care that within 
the procedural formulae negotiated 
between Israel, the U.S. and the Arab 
states for the reconvening of the 
Geneva conference there will be no 
"kernels of substance’’ that would 
lead to the recognition of a Palesti- 
nian entity or state. Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan said on Friday. . 

While the U.S. and Israel are divid- 
ed on the issue of the Palestinian 
Liberation Organization, the two 
countries are not yet dealing with 
"substance." but with the delicate 
formulations of "procedure” which 
could lead to Geneva, Dayan said in 
an interview on Israel Television. 

The question Is, however, whether 
these procedural agreements contain 
elements which would bind Israel to 
the recognition of a Palestinian enti- 
ty or to the creation of a Palestinian 
state, be added. Thus, in talks with 
Egypt. Syria. Jordan and Lebanon, 
Israel must beware of giving equal 
status to Palestinians — “of the PLQ 
or not the PLO.” 

Dayan went on: “If the Americans 
who are not a party (to the dispute) 
can achieve no progress with the 
PLO — so Carter’s ability to claim 
that we do not want to include the 


PLO in the Geneva conference Is not 
so strong." 

Dayan saw this point as very im- 
portant in case the talks reach an im- 
passe, since Israel would then have a 
record of flexibility. “Should the 
Americans seriously and sincerely 
think that we could have made 
progress If we had not been stubborn 
on peripheral Issues, they would un- 
doubtedly make life difficult for us in 
the international scene.” Dayan 
said. 

This matter — whom the U.S. 
would blame for possible failure of 
the talks — will also determine to 
what degree the Americans would 
support anti-Israel Arab Initiatives 
in the UN General Assembly, he said. 

Last week's attempts by Gush 
Eznunlm to settle in the West Bank 
were not discussed in his talks with 
U.S. officials, Dayan asserted. While 
the Americans find it hard to unders- 
tand why it is impossible to stop the 
settlement movement at such a 
delicate time of negotiations, Dayan 
said. “It could be that .the State 
Department was pleased at the 
strong hand the government showed 
(in stopping settlement groups from 
reaching their destinations). (Itiro)

Herzog says U.S. statements 
increased Arab rigidity 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — 
Israel’s representative in the UN has 
accused President Carter of in- 
creasing Arab Intransigence In Mid- 
dle East negotiations by offering 
"concessions” and "wishful 
thinking." 

In an unusually blunt criticism of 
the U.S. and of Carter in particular. 
Ambassador Chaim Herzog said In 
an interview: "There is a lot of 
wishful thinking in the White House, 
a lot of turning a blind eye to Arab In- 
tentions. The statements, 
themselves. Increase the Arab in- 
transigence and put pressure on 
Israel." 

He drew a direct connection 
between recent American 
statements and two recent hard-line 
speeches by Arab foreign ministers 
in the General Assembly this week. 
"The more the Arabs feel that the 
United States is leaning on Israel 
and pressing for concessions, the 
more intransigent the Arab a 
become." Herzog said. 

"You saw the proof In the speeches 
by the Egyptian and Syrian foreign 
ministers this week. They were un- 
precedented in their extremism — 
unprecedented. They wouldn't have 


come about If there hadn’t been this 
feeling of U.S. pressure on Israel.” 
In one of those speeches to the 
Genera] Assembly, Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahml ac- 
cused Israel of racism and im- 
perialism and warned of war if the 
situation continued. In the other 
speech, Syrian Foreign Minister Ab- 
dul Halid Khaddam said that Israel 
had not lived up to its original 1948 
obligations to the UN and he propos- 
ed that Israel’s UN membership be 
"reconsidered.” 

The ambassador said, "The 
American statements about the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
go even further than the Arabs do 
themselves. That Is the paradox." 

Herzog pointed out that the PLO is 
not permitted to operate in Jordan or 
Egypt, and in Lebanon and Syria it is 
kept under strict controls by the 
Arab governments. 

Herzog made a distinction 
between the U.S. role as mediator — 
which he said has been "effective 
and fair" — and Carter’s White 
House statements, which he said 
have worked to the detriment of 
Israel.

The Education Ministry has Issued 
a mild warning to parents against 
meddling In school affairs. 

"We are looking for ways of bring-, 
lng parents into the schools, hut it 
should be clearly understood th&t’all 
decision-making must be left to the 
professionals," Education Ministry 
Director-General Ellezer ShmueU 
said on Friday, after a meeting with 
the school principals’ division of the 
Teachers Union. The principals had 
met ShmueU to discuss, among other 
things, the sharp confrontations 
between parents and educational 
authorities which have marked the 
opening of this school year. 

Shmueli said both be and the prin- 
cipals agreed that It would he a good ; 
thing to bring the parents into the 
schools, "to help with things like 
painting and cleaning the 
buildings.” However, decisions 
about school poUcy, curriculum and . 
.the hiring and firing of teachers 
should not be the parents' concern. 

He said more lectures would be 
given for interested parents this 
year and that the ministry is "con- 
sidering" using more parents as 
teachers' aides. However, ShmueU 
said, the decision to use parents in 


this capacity Is at the discretion of 
individual school principals. 

Both the ministry and the 
-Teachers Union have shown highly 
ambivalent attitudes to parent in- 
volvement this year. On the one 
hand, many teachers and principals 
have actively worked with parent 
groups In fighting the school reform 
in Tel Aviv; and bath the ministry 
director-general and his deputy, Dr. 
Yael Posner, have made statements 
about ‘‘the very positive 
phenomenon" of parents’ involve- 
ment in their children's education, it 
is also recognized at the'Minlatry of 
Education that parent participation 
in formal education is widespread in 
the U.S. and Britain, especially with 
disadvantaged groups. 

However, apart from Up service, 
there have been almost no Initiatives 
from the Ministry of Education In 
this direction. Israel remains one of 
the few democratic countries in the 
world where no one is allowed in the 
classroom except the teacher, prin- 
cipal or district supervisor, unless 
the teacher grants especial- permis- 
sion'. Unlike North America, Scan- 
dinavia and Britain, parents here 
have- no say whatsoever on any 
aspect of school poUcy, although 
they are frequently required, to con- 
tribute toward school expenses.

Some observers, too, thought it 
significant that the Soviets had 
agreed to sign a lengthy and 
authoritative document of this 
nature without tt- containing any 
mention of the PLO — even though 
the Arabs and toe PLQ itself are 
presently pushing harder than ever 
for the organization's entry to 
Geneva. 

Admittedly earlier U.S.-Soviet 
statements on the Middle East also 
made no mention of the PLO, and the 
U-S. would not have endorsed any of- 
ficial statement tending to recognize 
that organization — at least so long 
as the PLO has not accepted Israel’s 
right to exist. Nevertheless the 
Soviets' readiness to contemplate a 
reconvening of Geneva without ex- 
plicitly mentioning the PLO could 
be meaningful. 

Also of possible significance as an 
indicator of a conciliatory Soviet ap- 
proach is toe statement's pointed 
and deliberate reference to 
. "withdrawal from territories," not 
“the territories." • 

The Israel reaction — ■ strangely in 
the eyes of some observers — began 
by noting the “weU-lmawn" Soviet 
demand for total Israel withdrawal. 

. And Indeed that demand, coupled 
with the demand for a Palestinian 
state and FLO participation in 
Geneva from the outset, figured 
prominently in a Soviet Middle Blast 
peace plan officially published by 
Tass earlier this year. But the fact 
that both are omitted in the Vance- 
Gromyko statement Is construed by 
some observers as a sign of relative' 
Soviet moderation — prompted; ap- 
parently, by the Kremlin's pressing 
desire to actively participate in Mid- 
dle East peace-making. - 

Observera were wondering last 
night whether the "contact* with the 
parties" promised in the U.S.-Soviet 
statement would, include contact 
between Moscow and. Jerusalem. So 
far, ' according- to official sources 
here, there bas been no move by

BONN. — The West German

The anti-Semitic scandal was ap- 
parently hushed up by the 
academy's staff until it leaked out in 
a newspaper, report last Thursday. 

Defence Minister Georg Leber has 
launched an immediate inquiry into 
the affair, which appears to be only 
one in a series of neo-Nazi incidents 
among the university's 2,000 
military students. 

In the case disclosed last week by 
the "Frankfurter Rundschau" a 
group of "drunken” officers study- 
ing “education" at the university 
began shouting "Hetl Hitler" and 
singing the Nasi Horst Weasel song 
at a late-night party in the student 
centre. 


They then reportedly scribbled the 
word “Jude" (Jew) onto 'scraps of 
paper and pieces of cardboard and 
tossed them into the still smoulder- 
ing embers of a fire on the university 
grounds. 

Most of the other coses under in- 
vestigation are still unconfirmed. 
They range from the reported 
availability of right-radical 
newspapers In university reading 
rooms to alleged anti-Semitic ex- 
cesses during a recent trip by 
students to Vienna. 

On that trip, officers in the group 
reportedly made loud remarks in the 
city's "Judengasse," such as "all 
Jews come out to be shot," and 
similar "jokes" recalling the 
murder of Jews during the Hitler * 
era.

Another Jewish gem dealer 
feared dead in New York

NEW YORK. — A second 
gem dealer has been reported miss- 
ing and Is feared deed, raising the 
spectre of an “Israeli Mafia” preyr 
ing on this city's largely Jewish dia- 
mond market. 

Abraham Shafizadeh, 31. and 
gems worth between $ 200,000 and 
$3000 have been missing since July, 
although reporters were only In- 
formed of this on Friday. 

Shafizadeh is an Israeli citizen of 
Iranian extraction who has been Jiv- 
ing in the U.S. since 1968. 

Sh&fLs&deh's brother Farokh said 
he reported the disappearance to 
police on August 4 but decided to 
make this public now following the 
killing of diamond broker Pinch&s 
Jaroalawicx. Farokh said his brother 
disappeared while carrying the 
gems to Puerto Rico, where he never 
arrived. 

Jaroslawiczls body was found 
three days ago in the office of an 
Israeli gem cutter, who told the 
police the broker had been killed by 
two masked men. 

Brokers refused to comment on a 
report that an Israeli gang preyed on 
diamond merchants in central 
Manhattan. . .. . 

Farokh said he feared his brother 
had been killed because he Informed 
on "several persona for cheating or 


violating" the diamond district’s 
code of honour. 

Abraham Shafizadeh maintained 
offices In the same building where 
the body of Jaroslawicz was found 
stuffed in a wooden box in the dia- 
mond cutting office of Shlomo Tal, 
31. 

Tal, an Israeli citizen, was releas- 
ed yesterday on $75,000 bail and un- 
der police guard as a material 
witness in Jaroslawicz 's murder. 

Tal said he had been kidnapped 
and drugged by two gunmen who 
robbed and killed Jaroslawicz on 
September 20 and took $2m. worth of 
gems from him. 

He said he feared for his family’s 
safety if he told of the killing, and 
disappeared for nearly a week. He 
was finally found asleep In his wife's : 
car early Wednesday and led police 
to Jaroslawicz' body. Police said 
they can find no connection between 
Shafizadeh 'is disappearance and the 
Jaroslawicz murder. 

Tal reportedly told investigators 
he believes his life is in danger. 
Police sources are said to believe the 
gem worker may be living under a 
death threat from a group they say 
has loosely organized itself into an 
Israeli mafia. 

They characterize this group as a 
band of criminals that preys upon the 
largely Jewish world of businessmen 
working along the crowded, midtown 
street known as the Diamond Centre.

Finance Minister Sim ha Ehrlich is 
optimistic about tbe chances that 
Israel's request for $2.3b. old from 
the U.S. will win American approval. 

At tbe end of a month-long visit to 
the U.S., Ehrlich said in an interview 
granted to the Israel Radio's weekly 
newsreel in Washington, that he did 
not feel there would be any delays in 
Israel's applications for defence aid. 

Referring to the current discord 
between the U.S. and Israel, Ehrlich 
asserted that he did not notice any 
political pressure related to Israel's 
requests for financial aid, “and I 
hope that In the future as well there 
will be a differentiation between aid 
and the diplomatic talks." 

Characterizing the atmosphere In 
talks with U.S. leaders as serious but 
not pessimistic, the finance minister 
claimed there were chances that 
U.S. aid to Israel will increase 
because of the “deep friendship and 


understanding" of Israel's 
problems. 

After his appointment as finance 
minister, Ehrlich had said he 
preferred Americans to invest In 
Israeli industry rather than donate 
to the UJA. Giving a summary of his 
talks with business leaders, Ehrlich 
asserted: "I can say that I have laid 
the foundations of a new era of large 
investments in Israel." He added 
that he preferred a policy in which 
businessmen would look for. their 
own Investments rather than being 
directed "by gifted government 
employees." 

Outlining the reasons he saw for 
increased American investment, 
Ehrlich noted that Israel's tariff 
agreement with the European Com- 
mon Market was an added incentive 
for American businessmen who 
could use Israel as a cheap stepping 
board Into Europe. (Itim) 


Israelis pleased as Congress drops 
amendment to foreign aid bill

WASHINGTON. — A House-Senate 
conference committee has dropped a 
House amendment to the pending 
fiscal year 2978 foreign aid bill which 
would have called for a five per cent 
across-the-board out In funding. 

If included in the aid bill, the 
amendment would have cost Israel 
about $90m. in economic assistance. 
As it now stands, Israel is slated to 
receive nearly $lAb. in economic 
and military grants and loons — tbe 
full amount recommended by the 
Carter Administration. (Israel has 


asked for $2.3b. in aid). 

Because the foreign aid bill was 
reported out of conference with other 
differences between the House and 
Senate versions, the House must now 
vote on whether to accept the Senate 
version of the bill or to return it to 
the conference committee for 
further deliberation. 

Israeli officials here were pleased 
that the five per cent across-the- 
board cut, which had been in- 
troduced in the House bill by Rep. 
Clarence Miller (R-Ohlo), had been ' 
withdrawn. 


All reservists now eligible for pay

As of today, the Reserve Duty 
Equalization Fund will be complete- 
ly Incorporated Into the National In- 
surance Fund ; and all reservists will 
be entitled to payment for their an- 
nual service, including students at 
academic institutions, unemployed 
who are not registered with the 
Labour Exchanges, and others who 
until now were not entitled to pay.

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Thousands of students march 
in Rome anti-fascist protest 


' ROME. — Shots were fired and 
stones and petrol bombs thrown as 
thousands of left-wing students 
marched in Rome yesterday to 
protest against the killing of a com- 
rade on Friday night. 

Walter Rossi, a 20-year-old leftist, 
was killed by a group of young neo- 
fascists who fired into a crowd of lef- 
tists who were distributing anti- 
fascist leaflets. 

A 68-year-old gas station attendant 
was also wounded by a stray bullet 
fired by the neo-fascists. 

In reaction the leftist students took 
to the streets yesterday In a mass 
march. Police said the shots came 
from a group of about 400 
demonstrators and were directed 


against a police armoured van. The 
police replied by dispersing the 
students with teargaa. 

In another part of Rome, cars and 
a bar" were set on fire b y pe trol 
bombs as police and demonstrators 
clashed. At Rome University, 10,000 
students gathered for a meeting. 
Many of them later marched on neo- 
fascist MSI party office, throwing 
stones. They were also dispersed by 
police teargaa. 

A fourth group, of about 2,000 
demonstrators belonging to student 
organizations and the youth, wings of 
the moderate Socialist and Com- 
munist Parties, marched peacefully 
to a protest meeting in the heart of 
Rome. (Reuter, DPI)

Jew abducted in Argentina, 
50 others still missing 


BUENOS AIRES <AP). — Gunmen broke into the house of an Argentine 
Jew and kidnapped him, the Buenos Aires newspaper "Glarin'' reported 
on Friday. He la the eighth Argentine of Jewish origin reported abducted' 
in this country in the past two months. 

At least 90 Argentine Jews have been reported abducted, and later 
disappeared, In Argentina this year, Jewish community sources here 
said. 

Argentina, a country of about 26 million inhabitants of Spanish and 
Italian origin, has the largest Jewish colony in Latin America, with about 
600,000 members. 

' “C3arin” said the latest kidnap victim, Pablo Uniter, has not been 
beard from since be was dragged from Ms Buenos Alrce home on 
September 29. The newspaper said Haber's family has appealed to the 
military government, the Jewish community and the Roman Catholic 
church for help ha locating him. 

No right or left-wing terrorist organization claimed responsibility for 
Llnber’s abduction. 

At least 2,000 persons have disappeared so for this year, and their 
relatives, human rights groups, the church and even some go v e rnm ent of- 
ficials say they may have been the victims of unorthodox actions by 
government anti-guerrilla squads. 

Clarin gave no details on Unber's background, and Jewish sources 
declined comment. 

Last September 5, a young Argentine Jewish couple, Mr. and Mrs. 
Daniel Cluj, were kidnapped from their home here by an armed group 
and nothing has been beard about them since. On August 27, 12 gunmen 
stormed the house of a Jewish family in. northern Cordoba, 490 miles firom 
Buenos Aires, and abducted the five family members. The government 
says the family is under arrest for alleged links to leftist guerrillas. 


DACCA, Bangladesh. . — Five hi- 
jackers bolding a Japanese jetliner 
for four days began releasing 
hostages last night in exchange for 
their ransom demand, of $8 million in 
cash and six prisoners treed from 
Japanese jails. 

The first passenger released waa 
John Gabriel, 60, a banker from 
Montebello, California, who waa 
reported to be seriously ill.

Hijacker kills one man 


House gives green light 
to Carter’s neutron warhead 


PARIS (AP). — Protests of poor 
security at Orly Airport mounted 
after a hijacking that ended with the 
capture of a gunman who shot a 
stewardess and threatened to blow 
up a French jetliner unless his 
recorded political message was 
broadcast. 

One passenger .was killed and four 
others wounded when the hijacker 
lobbed a hand grenade toward the 
cockpit as 50 policemen firing tear 
gaa grenades forced their way into 
the jet at Orly on Friday night, a 
French official said. Police said they 
had no choice other than an assault 
and blamed the hijacker tor the 
bloodshed. 

'Each hijacking demonstrates the 
lack of preventive measures," the 
French airline pilots union said. 


"The lack of control and searches 
'at Orly before the departure of 
Friday’s flight are a regrettable ex- 
ample. The tragic result of the police 
assault demonstrates the absurdity 
of a hasty. Invalid 'and unsuitable 
operation." 

A British passenger complained 
about lack of security checks for 
passengers at Orly. "If such a 
precaution had been taken," he said, 
"maybe we wouldn’t have had to 
spend the difficult hours that we had 
to endure-" 

Police identified the hijacker who 
held the plane for more than right hours 
as Jacques Robert, 45. They Iden- 
tified the dead man as Joachim 
Caat&gnara, a baggage h andler who 
was travelling as a passenger on the 
plane. 


Brezhnev pushing supporter to power

WASHINGTON. — With two impor- 
tant doves supporting the hawks, the 
House of Representatives voted 
overwhelmingly on Thursday, to per- 
mit production of the controversial 
neutron warhead. 

It waa a victory for President Jim- 
my Carter, who says he has not yet 
decided whether the tactical nucledr 
weapon should be produced, but 
nevertheless wants $43.4m. authoris- 
ed for the fiscal year which began 
yesterday — in case he decides to go 
ahead. 

In two days of emotional debate, 
proponents argued that the antitank 


weapon was a "morally preferable" 
replacement for present nuclear 
weapons stockpiled to -deter a Soviet 
attack on Western Europe. 

Opponents rejoined that produc- 
tion of the "Insane, inhumane" 
neutron warhead would greatly in- 
crease the risk of triggering an all- 
out nuclear war. 


Much to the chagrin of fellow 
doves, Congressmen Thomas 
Downey (Democrat of New York) 
and Robert Carr (Democrat of 
Michigan) abandoned their 
traditional role aa Pentagon critics 
and strongly supported the neutron 
device.

— Uke a spectre 
from the past, anarchism in Spain is 
making a comeback. ' 

"This Is going to cause a lot of dls- 
1 appointment to those people who 
thought we were dead," anarchist 
labour leader Juan Gomez Casas 
told a crowd of 25,000 who turned out 
for the first anarchist rally in Spain 
in 38 years. 

And a black banner reading "No 
God, no state, no boss" showed that 
the anarchists stood right where 
they left off when the tote dictator 
Francisco Franco crushed the 
powerful movement daring the 
Spanish Civil War. 

Before the war Spain’s anarchist 
National Confederation of Labour 
(CNT) was the biggest labour union 
in southern Europe with more than 
one million members. 

In 1936 anarchist militias 
spearheaded the resistance to the 
right-wing military. uprising and in 
some cities, like Barcelona, defeated 
the regular troops In pitched street 
battles. 

With the 1975 death of Franco 
came a gradual end to the repression 


of the anarchists; Now youngsters 
can even mail oft 28 pesetas (IL4) 
and get a 100 by 65 mm. poster df 
anarchist hero and civil war general. 
Buenaventura Efurrutl with bis 
slogan “Renounce everything except 
victory." . . 

The philosophy . of the Spanish 
anarchists, cxr ‘’libertarians" as they 
like to call themselves, comes 
basically from the 19th-century Rus- 
sian re volutipnarjr Michael Bakunin. 

Specifically, anarchists seek the 
disappearance or destruction of the 
state in all Its forms, capitalism and 
private property? and all forms and 
procedures of exploitation and op- 
pression of man by man. 

The CNT . actually practises 
anarcho-syndicalism, a form of 
anarchism applied to trade un- 
ionism. ; " 

"The CNT to popular again 
because we maintain a constant 
dialogue with the ‘base, the grass- 
roots," says Gotnez Blauva, a CNT 
official, at the union's shabby down- 
town offices. 

When the CNT. staged a four-day 
"libertarian fair" In Barcelona, in 


July, a half-million supporters turn- 
ed out for the event, which was often 
dominated by young persons who 
stripped off their clothes, made love 
in tbe grasap listened to rock music 
and smoked marijuana. They also 
spent a lot of time debating 
homosexuality. . 

"We’re overwhelmed by the 
number of people, especially young 
people', who are asking for 
membership, cards, "said Barcelona 
CNT member Andres Edo. He said It 
is natural that the movement evolve 
and change and said "what counts is 
the power of imagination to create 
new ways of life." 

But one 72-year-old movement 
leader is not. optimistic about the 
youthful supporters. "Within 10 
years, many of these kids who today 
are wildcat anarchists will become 
bosses of the family factory," says 
Mrs. DJD. Monts eny, who served as 
minister of health in the last govern-. 
ment of the Republic, the only 
woman in Spanish history to ever, 
hold a cabinet portfolio. She return- 
ed to Spain last Api^l for the first 
time after spending 88 years in exile.

Shortly afterwards, 
most of tbe 400 Frenchmen In 
Zouerate were evacuated, leading to 
a substantial fall in Mauritania’s toon 
production. 

A Mauritanian prisoner, Abdu 
Bakr. who said that he supported the 
opposition Islamic Socialist Kadihin 
movement, claimed that “the whole 
Mauritanian people is against the 
war and wants this war stopped.” 

He feared Mauritania could end up 
under Moroccan control if the war 
continues. “The Moroccan troops are 
now dominating the Mauritanian ar- 
my, and they have many bases in 
Mauritania: in Zouerate, 

Nouakchott, and in other towns/' he 
said.

Politics 
could shake 
Cyprus calm

, NICOSIA (Ofus). — Greek Cypriot 
politicians have begun their first 
backroom skirmiabea since the 
death of President Makarlos. Deals 
are being made and unmade. But un- 
der the facade of optimistic 
assurances, there is a growing feel- 
ing that sooner or later things may 
go haywire on this notoriously un- 
stable Island. 

Tbe Archbishop's death in August 
has left the Greek portion of Cyprus 
bereft of charismatic leaders. Not 
one among the . half a dozen 
politicians aspiring to take 
Makarlos’ s place commands the 
same popular backing and inter- 
national attention. 

Many Greek Cypriots were com- 
forted by the political c omp ro m ise 
which followed Makarlos 's death — 
’it was agreed that acting President 
Spyros Kyprlanou would be named 
by acclamation to serve out the rest 
of Makarios’s term until the new 
presidential elections, set for 
February. 

Cyprus was. thus spared an Im- 
mediate political battle and two elec- 
tions to quick succession. At the 
same time, however, the feuding 
political forces and private “ar- 
mies” have been given more time to 
prepare for the February confront*- . 
tion. 

While so far, on the surface, things 
have been quiet, no one is willing to 
bet on how long tills calm will last. 


The Greek portion of the Island (50 
per cent) Is bristling with guns. The 
passions are high and so are the 
political ambitions. 

The Turkish Cypriots are watching 
.the developments with considerable 
perplexity. Thp death of Makarlos. 
in their eyes, has freed the island of a 
person responsible for Its division. 
At the same time, however, it has 
opened a constitutional crisis. 

The Turks are challenging the 
right of Makarios’s successor to 
claim Presidency of the whole 
Island. This is not based so much on 
the physical division of Cyprus into 
two barricaded and hostile parts but 
on the interpretation of the constitu- 
tion. 

When the two communities lived 
together; the Greeks voted for Presi- 
dent amd the Turks for Vice: 
President. Makarlos was the only 
President elected with the participa- 
tion of both ethnic groups. Now the 
Turks claim that the new President 
cannot speak In the name of all 
Cypriots. . 

Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash has threatened to show 
that the writ of the Cyprus govern- 
ment ends at the demarcation line. 
Denktash promised a series of 
measures, including the banning 
from the Turkish north of a]] tbe 
diplomats whose governments 
recognize the new President. 

• It IS not yet clear to what extent 


Denktash can apply his threats. Hla 
hands are considerably tied by the 
directives from Turkey, which is 
beset by enormous economic 
problems and is in no position to 
compound them by antagonizing 
major powers. 

FTbm the Turkish point of view, 
the best Presidential candidate on 
the Greek side would be Glafkos 
derides. A former RAF gunner, shot 
down over Germany during World 
War n, derides is regarded by the 
Turks as the only Greek with whom a 
compromise is possible. 

For a number of years, he was the 
■ Greek representative at the fruitless 

inter communal talks, repeatedly 
torpedoed by Makarlos. After the 
anti-Male axi os coup of July 1974 
which forced the Archbishop into a 
five-month exile, derides assumed 
tbe temporary Presidency of the 
Island. 

But derides Is hampered by a 
number of obstacles, particularly by 
the fact that he is considered a right- 
winger on an island where the left- 
wing forces form a powerful political 
grouping. In the last election the 
AKEL Communist Party polled 
close to 40 per cent of the popular 
vote. 

AKEL leader Exekias P&paloan- 
nou said that his party will not sub- 
mit a candidate for the February 
presidential election. The decision 
was reached, he said, for the sake of 


national unity. That leaves 
Kyprianou, who at the age of 44 Is 
suffering from a heart condition — 
the disease which killed Makarios; 
the EDEK (socialist) leader Vasa os 
Lycarides; former EOKA fighter 
Tassos Papadopoulos and CTcrides. 
Two or three less known men may 
also try their luck. 

The political preoccupations cm the 
Greek side and the Turkish inter- 
pretation of the constitution mean 
that a resumption of any dialogue 
between the two groups is virtually 
impossible in tbe foreseeable future. 

The island's division was underlin- 
ed by the recent Inauguration of a 
new airline terminal at the Turkish 
Ere an airport. Converted from a 
makeshift British World War II 
strip, the airport now takes large 
jets, although apart from Turkish 
airlines no scheduled airlines fly to 
it. 

The Turks feel that if Northern 
Cyprus declared Independence, In- 
ternational recognition would follow, 
at least by Islamic countries. 
Denktash has said that a declaration 
of independence la possible to coin- 
cide with the February elections on 
the Greek side. 

Whatever happens, no one expects 
the two zones to be reunited. The talk 
of a “Cyprus solution” merely keeps 
the issue alive on the international 
stage, without producing any con- 
crete results. 


Pilgrims ’ railway to link Europe with Middle East

SYRIA, JORDAN and Saudi Arabia 
are planning a major railway project 
which would turn an historic pilgrim 
route from Turkey to the Moslem 
holy cities df Medina and Mecca into 
the final portion of a direct western 
EUrope-Middle East rail ifair- 

A series of tripartite meetings 
between government transport of- 
ficials has been taking place in Am- 
man and now engineering and 
technical feasibility studies are be- 
ing commissioned. Tbe railway 
would follow the route of tbe historic 
Hejas railway which runs from 
Damascus to Medina, a total dis- 
tance of 1,308 kilometres, although it 
is 54 years since a train-made the . full 
v. . . : 

, iXhe portion pf the line ac^psaSaudi 
Andrian territory has been derelict 
since 3228. This portion sustained 
heavy damage during the First 
World- War and, although traffic used 
the. undamaged sections to the five 
years following 3918, the whole of-the 
Saudi Arabian 844 kms was finally 
abandoned and forgotten about 


because of lack of funds to repair the 
torn tracks. 

There has been talk for many 
years of rebuilding the railway but 
the main drawback in the past has 
always been the massive cost. The 
existing track is narrow gauge (8ft 
ftftin) and the main reason behind 
rebuilding schemes has been to 
provide a straight-through link for 
foe standard gauge (4ft 8 Hin) traffic 
on the European railway networks. 
(Changing from narrow gauge to 
standard gauge means widening 
earthworks, and bridges, which 
number 1,800 separate engineering 
projects on the Saudi section alone.) 
Thus, when feasibility studies are 
completed, the three governments ' 
are prepared for estimates in excess 
of $e00m. for the complete proj ect. 
Saudi-! Arabia, is undervtoodTo' be' 
prgpagtycbjto produce ta^naunce 
necessary through loans and grants. 

The major impetus behind the 
decision to revive this old railway 
route Is the rapidly growing amount 
of freight between Europe and the 
Middle East. At present tbe overland 
freig ht makes a hazardous Journey 
along " largely unsuitable roads 


through Yugoslavia and Bulgaria to 
Turkey and then on to the Middle 
East destination, usually somewhere 
along the Gulf coast. The average 
coat of one return journey for one of 
the new generation of transcontinen- 
tal juggernauts from the United 
Kingdom, for instance, to the Gulf is 
$10,000. Tbe only alternatives to thi» 
costly form of importing is the even 
more expensive air freighting or send- 
ing goods by sea which 


■time- 

consuming and can result in holdups 
at ill-equipped ports. The Hejax plan 
'includes large freight yards at 
Medina to transfer the goods from 
train to truck tor the last leg ,of toe 
journey. 

Naturally, the economic im- 
plications of a direct rail Hn k with 
Europe feature most prominently in 
the decision-makers* minds, hut the 
haHway will also serve : again as the 
major route for pilgrims travelling to 
the Islamic holy cities, the purpose 
fdr which It was originally built. 

Last year an estimated 100,000 
Moslem pilgrims journeyed from 
Turkey to Medina and Mecca. They 
come mainly by road since rail is 


very slow. It takes 6% hours to make 
tbe trip between Amman and Maan 
on the remaining narrow gauge sec- 
tion of the Hejaz railway, while the 
same trip by road takes only 2 % 
hours. The rebuilding should end all 
the delays caused by poor signalling 
and single tracking. 

But economics is the major con- 
sideration and Jordan, in particular, 
is planning several branch lines to 
exploit to the full the economic poten- 
tial of the railway, which is the only 
line In Jordan. A branch line from 
Maan, in the south of the country, to 
the Red Sea port of Aqaba will give 
the country its first railway outlet to 
the sea. Another branch tine is also 
planned to cover the 800kms between . 
el-Hasa on the Hejaz route with the 
phosphate #1 d-Mangfc ©Ht-of r 
the total 'expected bill of $50Qm. at 
least $159tif; wfll' be needed to up- 
grade the Jordanian section. 

The line has had a chequered 
history ever since Sultan Abdul- 
Hamid of Turkey completed it in 3908 
after eight years of work. Hie . 
original intention was to provide & 
means of mass-transportation of 


pilgrims to Mecca and Medina. Less 
than ten years after It was com- 
pleted, however, the Saudi section 
was severely damaged during 
fighting to the 1914-1918 war. Por- 
tions of toe line wens used up until 
1928 when toe Saudi section finally 
became derelict. Since then 
rebuilding has been on and off for the 
Mnnn tO ’MV-dlnn line. 

~ The route from Europe to 
Damascus crosses the Bosphorus 
Bridge at Istanbul and then Turkey’s 
largely standard gauge network 
carries traffic to the Syrian border. 
The existing route through Syria to 
Damascus goes through toe Lebanon 
but work has been in progress since 
1973 to by-pass the Lebanese section 
with a line from Homs to Damascus, 
giving the country a. direct link .with 
itsr northern Border. Work on this new 
line is not yet completed. 

How long it will take to rebuild tbe 
Hejaz railway will be known after the 
technical studies have been com- 
pleted but the increasing Europe- 
Middle East freight traffic has given • 
the scheme the vital impetus which it 
has lacked since tbe reconstruction 
was first moated 23 years ago.

MOSCOW {UPI>. — The Soviet 
Union on Friday called tor nor* 
maiisation of relations with China, 
briefly toning down the months of 
criticism It had levelled at its 
traditional enemy. 

The Soviet news agency Tags and 
the Communist Party “Pravda” 
carried extensive commentaries on 
relations between the countries. 
Tass also carried the text of a 
telegram sent to China, con* 
gratulating her on the 28 th anniver- 
sary of the birth of the People's 
Republic. 

The Tass and Pravda statements ‘ 
called for "fully normalized" 


relations and an end to flareups on 
the Sino-Soviet border. "The 
struggle of the Chinese people en- 
joyed the deep sympathy and all- 
round support of the working people 
of the Soviet Union," the telegram 
said. 

It was the warmest statement 
from the Soviet Union to China in re* 
,cent weeks. Soviet officials have 
been highly critical of China's new 
leadership, emphasizing internal 
political problems. 

They have also charged that 
Chinese leaders are joining with the 
U.S. and Western Europe to rekindle 
cold-war mistrust of the Soviet 
Union.

Reporter says Cubans 
rejected Oswald plot 


NEW YORK CAP). — Lee Harvey 
Oswald was thrown out of the Cuban 
embassy in Mexico City on 
September 27. 1963, after threaten- 
ing to kill President John Kennedy, 
according to a former television 
newsman. 

In the current issue of the “New 
York Review of Books," Daniel 
Schorr writes that Cuban diplomat 
Eusebio Asque had taken Oswald's 
action "as a deliberate 
provocation." 

Schorr, formerly with the Colum- 
bia Broadcasting System, said FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover had ad- 
vised the Warren Commission of the 
Incident, but that the commission, 
investigating Kennedy's assassina- 
tion. never followed it up. 

“The Cuban ambassador in Mex- 
ico City had reported the incident to 
Havana," Schorr wrote. "It had not 
been taken seriously at the time, but 
after Kennedy's assassination.- 
Castro bad come to suspect that the 
effort to get Oswald into Cuba was 
part of a right-wing conspiracy. 

“Oswald would return from Cuba, 
then assassinate the President, and 
it would look as though Castro had 
been responsible." 

Schorr said the Warren Commis- 
sion did not “press the CIA for infor- 


mation about Oswald's Cuban 
association, this despite the fact — - 
or perhaps because of the fact — that 
one of its members was former CIA 
director Allen Dulles, who knew 
about the early plots against 
Castro." 

According to Schorr, it was no 
oversight that the commission refus- 
ed to consider the possibility Oswald 
had been spurred on by Castro's 
remarks, reported in an interview 
with the Associated Press on 
September 9. 1963, In which Castro 
asserted that U.S. leaders would be 
in danger if they attempted to 
eliminate Cuban leaders. 

•■The possibility that Oswald acted 
on his own. inspired by Castro’s 
statement, cannot be proved today 
but it has the elements of the for 
tuitous and the. lunatic acts that 
sometimes govern history," Schorr 
wrote. 

'“The 'conspiracy,' then, would 
have been a conspiracy of interlock- 
ing event* — the incessant CIA plots 
to kill Ca tro, touching off a Castro 
warning, touching off something in 
the fevered mind of Lee Harvey 
Oswald." ’ 

“An arrow launched into the air to 
kill a foreign leader may well have 
fallen back to kill our own," Schorr 
concluded.

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Driving too hard 


IT IS A RELIEF to learn that, despite his sudden hospitalisation 
on Friday, Prime Minister Begin is, according to bis doctors, in 
fine condition. Not so fine, however, as to allow his release 
before Wednesday — which means he will have to skip today's 
Cabinet meeting. 

The reassuring medical bulletin will not, therefore, allay the 
widespread suspicion that Mr. Begin has lately been exerting 
himself beyond the call of duty. While it may well be that bis 
present affliction Is nothing worse than a case of fatigue, it is 
surprising that he should have allowed himself to reach that 
perilous state. 

Last Thursday, Just before he entered* hospital, Mr. Begin 
spent a full day down at Tamil, delivering no fewer than six ad- 
dresses. all on matters of great moment. In the evening, he was 
back in Jerusalem, presiding over a ceremonial dinner for the 
President of Panama. This followed a fretful and exhausting 
day in which he had worked hard to head off a crisis with Gush 
Emunixn. 


This seems somewhat overmuch for a man of over 60, who 
only a few months ago rose from a sickbed — after what he 
himself had described as a very grave illness — to assume the 
highest and most burdensome state office. Even a younger man, 
without a heart attack behind him, would find such a pace ex- 
hausting. 

Mr. Begin and his aides should therefore review the pattern of 
his scheduling. Surely some of the purely ceremonial functions 
and speeches which are being pressed upon the Prime Minister 
could be diverted to other ministers or the President. Mr. 
Begin’s energies should be conserved for the important issues of 
state. 


The fridge syndrome 


ECONOMIC MINISTERS in the Likud Government, notably 
Finance Minister Sim ha Ehrlich, have developed a penchant for 
floating ill-considered trial balloons which almost uniformly ex- 
plode with embarrassing results. 

The latest example is Mr. Ehrlich’s pledge to a gathering of 
Israeli emigrants in New York that the Government would 
grant them material benefits so far reserved to immigrants if 
they return to Israel during the state's thirtieth year. 

On radio yesterday. Mr. Ehrlich, speaking from New York 
sought to defend himself against the avalanche of criticism that 
threatened to bury his new-fangled proposal. 

There is surely nothing wrong, said Mr. Ehrlich, in seeking to 
facilitate the return of former Israelis — many of whom still re- 
tain their citizenship — back home. The fact is that the absorp- 
tion of returnees is both easier and less expensive than that of 
newcomers. Why, then, all the criticism, he wondered. 

The question deserves an answer. And the answer does not lie 
in denying that the more than a quarter million Israelis abroad, 
most of them in the U.S., represent the most promising reser- 
voir of Israeli brain and brawn outside the country. Moreover, 
the presence of so large an Israeli contingent overseas is a drag 
on any movement of aliya by disaspora Jews. 

Some of the emigrants, to be sure, represent little but a 
"fallout of feeblinga" — but certainly not, as ex-Fremier Rabin 
once suggested, in a moment of thoughtlessness, all, or even a 
majority, of them. Their reasons for leaving the country, or for 
staying oft- abroad beyond their original plans, may often be 
poor, even disingenuous. But many thousands would like to 
return, and need only some suitable inducement to hasten their 
homecoming. 

That inducements in the form of exemptions from customs 
duties are not very effective was however alre* -iy proved by the 
v*.ty liberal programme for returnees tried by the Alignment in 
1969/70. At the same time it could serve as an implied incentive 
to Israelis to go abroad, stay a minimum of five years, and — 
perhaps — come back with a load of untaxed domestic goods 
during the state’s thirty-fifth? anniversary celebrations. 

What, then, should be done to encourage and promote a move- 
ment of Israeli return? That is precisely what Mr. Ehrlich had 
ti" .. 'y not bothered to examine, not even with his own in- 

•tsi . colleagues and subordinates, before shooting his 

proposal, as it were, from the hip in faraway New York. 

No wonder Absorption Minister David Levy is up in arms, 
suggesting instead a scheme of selective benefits for returnees, 
depending on their prospective contribution to the life of the 
country. No wonder, too, that Treasury officials denied reports 
of Mr. Ehrlich's promises before acknowledging them, red fac- 
ed, when presented with the evidence. 

The idea merits attention even if It turns out to be impractical. 
However, as with other aspects of aliya, encouraging emigrants 
to return is also a matter which requires planning and analysis, 
rather than impromptu decisions or statements of the kind Mr. 
Ehrlich made.

FOR A CITY with an extremely 
varied population. Jerusalem la sur- 
prisingly serene. Jews and Arabs, 
along with a host of smaller sects 
and national groups, live together in 
tranquillity. If not harmony. They 
may not all love one another but they 
manage to coexist peacefully side by 
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THE NAME OF RELIGION 
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If there is violence, it is not 
between Jew and Arab, but 
between Jew and Jew. Tor the most 
part. It is ultra-Orthodox Jews who 
have tended to make a target of their 
less observant Jewish neighbours. 
Lately there has been an upsurge in 
such attacks. 

The problem is one that the 
mayor's office has been aware of 
for many years. A spokesman has 
recently argued that, generally 
speaking, the situation is far better 
now than it was a few years ago, 
when convoys of secular Jews would 
drive into Mea She&rlm on Shabbat 
to confront stone throwing Orthodox 
crowds. 

Mayor Teddy Kollek has gone out 
of his way to meet with rabbis and 
yeshiva students and gain their con- 
fidence in Ida administration, based 
on a municipal coalition that. In- 
cludes all the religious parties. He 
has also urged tolerance for the 
orthodox viewpoint on the hotheads 
In the secular camp. , 

But it has not been easy. For it is 
very hard, if not Impossible to es- 
tablish symmetry in tolerance 
between the religious and the non- 
reUgious. It is easy enough for the 
secular to say, ‘‘Let me do what I 
want, and I’ll let you do what you 
want.” In many cases the seemingly 
innocuous actions of the non- 
religious are highly offensive to the 
religious. 

The city for its part has tried to 
avoid giving offence as much as 
possible. One way of doing so is by 
building extra roads, to eliminate 
any need to drive through religious 
neighbourhoods on Shabbat. 

But for at least some members of 
the religious community, there can 
be no question of tolerance at all. At 
best, a non-observant Jew is viewed 
as a wayward son who must, as a 
matter of a moral and religious duty 
be shown the error of his ways. This 
can be done by stopping people on

PERHAPS the most shocking case in 
which religious elements chose to 
discipline a fellow Jew was that of 
Shims hon Mizrahi, a young man of 
Kurdish origin who lived in a humble 
one-room fiat directly adjacent to 
Mea Shearim. Many of the residents 
of this ultra-Orthodox quarter are no 
part of the mayor’s dialogue, They 
belong to groups which refuse to 
recognise the authority of the State 
or the Government. 

In any case, ’ M iz r a h i received a 
letter from a self-appointed Shabbat 
Observance Warning Committee 
early 'last month, calling on him to 
stop breaking the Shabbat A week 
later, on Saturday right, vandals 
broke Into his fiat breaking windows 
and furniture, tearing down flimsy 
partitions and causing havoc. 

Mizrahi, who had been preparing 
bis home for his forthcoming 
marriage, was in a state of shock. In 
the morning folio whig the Incident 
he sat around his ruined home 
listlessly. Then he took a broken bot- 
tle from what bad once been his 
refrigerator and went but to the 
narrow street before his room, refus- 
ing to allow any religious Jews to 
pass. 

The police promised to investigate 
and Jerusalem Police Commander 
Halm Ben Eliahu took it upon 
himself to personally head the in- 
vestigation. But in the weeks that 
passed, the police failed to identify 
the vandals, even though yeshiva 
students from the area admitted to 
journalists and to Mizrahi himself 
that it was they who had Carried out 


. the destruction. 

In -explanation of their act, the 
students said that Mizrahi had used' 
his room as a "brothel." One u n— 
■ signed press release elaborated on 
this accusation by saying that men 
and women "wearing loose 
clothing" had been together in the 
small room. 

- The incident at least had the sav- 
ing effect of rallying the forces of . 
decency against such vandalism. 
Mizrahi became a popular hero with 
dozens of people writing to him to ex- 
press their support. Others sent 
mosey to help him set up his home 
anew. 


A GOODLY number of those who 
wrote or sent money to MlzraMfelt it 
necessary to - point out that they 
themselves were religious, and that 
they thoroughly disapproved of such 
vandalism. They said it was not 
typical of religious people, and 

violated Jewish religious law. 

The two Chief Rabbis were more 
circumspect, like the Pope reacting 
to an Arab terrorist bombing, they 
both, when pressed. Issued bland 
general statements condemning 
violence. Sephardi Chief Rabbi 
Ovadya Yosef ventured also to 
suggest that violence should not be 
used to try to bring Jews closer to the 
Tora. 

Even Rabbi Dov Sokolovsky, bead 
of the Shabbat Warring Committee 
which sent Mizrahi the fir$t letter, 
was more explicit in his condemna- 
tion of the act. To wreck a man's 
home, he told me, is as great a sin as 
desecrating the Shabbat.

SO MUCH has happened since 1947 
that most people have quite 
forgotten that the “partition 
resolution" of November 29 of that 
year set up, among other things, a 
commission that was to take over the 
administration of Palestine 
“progressively," as the mandatory 
Power withdrew its armed forces, 
and to establish provisional councils 
of government in the Jewish and 
Arab states. That commission, 
known as the Palestine Commission 
(not to be confused with the later 
Palestine Conciliation Commission) 
consisted of Bolivia, Czechoslovakia, 
Denmark, Panama and the Philip- 
pines. The UN General Assembly 
asked that the mandatory Power “to 
the fullest possible extent co- 
ordinate its plans for withdrawal 
with the plans of the Commission to 
take over and administer areas 
which have been evacuated."

The 
idea was that if eight countries 
which had no direct Interests of their 
own in the Middle East (and so could 
not be suspected of being either pro- 
Israel or pro- Arab) put forward a 
proposal of this kind, it would

The resolution reaffirmed the prin- 
ciple that the Arab states and Israel

However there Is qo Justification for 
respected newspapers and legal 
figures to ignore basic principles of 
our legal system. 

In all of tiie western legal systems, 
the power of pardon is reserved to 
the chief of state- and is completely 
separate from the judicial system. It 
is the expression of the quality of 
mercy as contrasted with the quality 
of justice. 

Thus it is Irrelevant to argue that 
the considerations which motivated 
President Katzir and Prime Minister 
Begin had previously been rejected 
by the judicial and administrative 
systems. 

It is only when all legal remedies 
have been exhausted, unsuccessful- 
ly, that toe power of pardon normal- 
ly comes into play. Thus the issue 
becomes one of discretion, which in 
Israel, as in many other western 
countries, is granted exclusively to 

the President. ,
